Legal Services Support Team - 29 Palms, CA

There were no cases disposed of at LSST - 29 Palms of the week of
19 October - 23 October 2015.

Legal Services Support Team - Miramar

At a Special Court-Martial at San Diego, California, Sergeant I.
Estrada was convicted by military judge alone of violations of
lawful general orders, adultery, and obstructing justice. The
military judge sentenced the accused to confinement for 160 days,
reduction to E-3, and a bad-conduct discharge. Pursuant to the
pre-trial agreement, the convening authority agreed to suspend
all confinement in excess of 2 months.

At a Special Court-Martial at San Diego, California, Private
First Class R. J. Wallick was convicted by military judge alone
of failure to obey a lawful order, dereliction of duty, drunken
operation of a vehicle, and breaking restriction. The military
judge sentenced the accused to 179 days confinement, forfeiture
of $1,156 a month for 8 months, and reduction to E-1. Pursuant
to the pre-trial agreement, the convening authority agreed to
suspend all confinement in excess of 60 days.

Legal Services Support Team - Camp Pendleton

At a General Court-Martial at Camp Pendleton, California,
Corporal T. M. Carnahan was convicted by military judge alone of
rape of a child. The military judge sentenced the accused to
confinement for life with eligibility for parole, total
forfeiture of pay and allowances reduction to E-1, and a
dishonorable discharge. Pursuant to the pre-trial agreement, the
convening authority agreed to suspend all confinement in excess
of 35 years and automatic forfeiture of any pay and allowances
will be deferred and waived provided that the accused establishes
and maintains a dependent’s allotment in the total amount of the
deferred and waived forfeiture amount during the entire period of
deferment.
